This act provided that the 
Constitution so framed by these 
delegates should be submitted 
for ratification to the persons 
regisered under the military 
registration for election of dele 
gates, such eeletion to be held 
by persons appointed by the 
commanding general, and the 
returns of the eleetion to he 
made to the commandine ener 
al of the (military) — distrier. 
This act provided that aecord 
ing to such returns a majority 
of all qualified electors (vegis- 
{reed as provided.) must be at 
said election and necessary to 
ratify the constitution. The ve 
sults of the election were to be 
certified by the president of the 
convention to the President of 
the United States, and by him 
transferred to Congress and it 
it should appear to Congress 
that the election was “one at 
which all the registered and 
qualified electors in the state 
had an opportunity to vote free 
ly, and without restraint, fear, 
or 12 TAP rUence OL Tyaudy eho 
if. the Congress shall be satis 
fied that the constitution meets 
the approval of a majority of 
all the qualified electors in the 
state.” Congress may declare 


‘ithe canstitution in conformity 


with the supplementary act, 
and be approved by Congress 
and representation given the 
state in the Senate and House 
of Representatives ete. 

The constitution thus framed 
under the military rulers by 
these negro, carpet-bagger and 
scalawag delegates in October, 
1867, was submitted for ratifi- 
cation or rejection held in Feb 
ruary, 1868, this election being 
held under the dietates of mili 
tary authorities. A total of 40,- 


#1000 whites had been disfran- 


chised, and about 75,000 
whites and 93,000 blacks had 
been registered. A majority 
vote must be had, and this num 
ber was about 84,000. Only 70- 
812 votes were cast about 14,- 
000 less than necessary to rati 
fy, The whites had won by or 
ganizing their forces to stay 
away fromthe polls, but in 
June, 1868, in spite of the fact 
that under its own law reecon- 
struction in Alabama was. de- 
feated, and the constitution 
framed and voted on under 
military authority failed to be 
ratified, Congress adopted the 
constitution for Alabama. Gen. 
Meade, who had. succeeded 
Gen. Pope as Military Com- 
mander in the Third Dtsiriet, 
in his report, said: “Tt deem it 
only necessary to say here that 
from all the evidence T could 
procure—and I caused the 
most thorough investigation to 
be made—the constitution was 
fairly rejected by the peopie, 
under the law requiring a mt 
iovity of the registered voters 
to cast heir ballots for or 
against,” 

The Seeretary of War, in his 
report on Nov. 20, 1868, said: 
"In Alabama the constitution 
was submitted to the people 
and although, in the opinion of 
General Meade, it was rejected 
by the people, it wis idopted 
by Congress.” The Supreme 
Court of Alabama in 1776 in 
the case of Irwin V. Mayon of 


Mobile, said: “What is called 
the constitution of 1868, be- 
came operative June 25, 1868.” 
The constitutional convention 
of 1875 fixed the time at the 
Mth of July, 1868, “the day of 
usurpation.’ (Note from Code 
of 1876.)
